URING the past year ( 19 16-17) 
a course of lectures on the 

COLLECTIONS OF THE CITY ART MU- 
SEUM has been given at the Museum. 
This course is one of the extension 
series given on Saturday mornings by 
Washington University. The course 
has been so successful that it will be 
repeated by the University during the 
next academic year, 191 7-18. Pro- 
fessor Holmes Smith, of the Depart- 
ment of History of Art of Wash- 
ington University, will again be the 
lecturer. 

The course, which consists of thirty 
lectures, is designed for those persons 
who desire to study the objects of 
Art in the Museum Collections in 
relation to their place in the develop- 
ment of Art. 

Some of the lectures will be given 
in the lecture room of the Museum, 
when stereopticon slides will be used 
for the purpose of illustration; other 
lectures will be given in the galleries 
in the presence of those exhibits which 
are related to the particular phase of 
art development under discussion. 
The books of the Richardson Memo- 
rial Library are available for refer- 
ence and study. 

The lectures will be given on Sat- 
urday mornings, 1 1 130 to 12 :3c The 
course will begin September 29th and 
extend to May 18th, with the usual 
University vacations at Christmas and 
Easter. The Forest Park motor-busses 
call at the north side of the Jefferson 
Memorial (University car line and 
DeBaliviere Avenue) at 11 o'clock, 
thus enabling passengers who wish 
to attend the class to arrive at the 
Museum in ample time for the lec- 
tures. 

The fee for the course is $10.00 
and all applicants for the course must 



register on Saturday, September 29th, 
at the Registrar's Office in the Ad- 
ministration Building (University 
Hall) of Washington University, 
Lindell Avenue and Skinker Road.

Renaissance. 

12. Renaissance Sculpture (Dona- 
tello, Michelangelo and others). 

13. Renaissance Painting in Italy 
(Michelangelo, Raphael, Titian 
and others). 

14. Renaissance Painting in other 
lands than Italy (Diirer, Hol- 
bein, Rembrandt, Rubens, Ve- 
lasquez and others). 

15. Modern Painting and Sculpture 
in Europe. 

16. American Sculpture. 

17. American Painting.
